Pumpkin Show began in a humble 
fashion in 1903 with a display in front of 
Geor ge R Haswell's place of business 
on West Main Street and has since 
grown to be the “ largest free show on 
earth.” 
Haswell, then mayor ol Circleville 
and superintendent of the water works, 
conceived the idea of recognizing the 
harvest season with a display of corn 
fodder, pumpkins forming the pnn 
cipal decorations 
On tile following year, Haswell was 
joined by some enterprising neigh 
boring merchants and the exhibition 
grew steadily iii its scope, interest and 
attendance. 
The first merry-go-round was set up 
at the corner of Main and Scioto Street 
for the 1905 show 
A permanent 
organization was established early in 
the history of the event “ to hold an 
annual Pumpkin Show on the streets." 
Premiums were awarded for the 
display of gram, fruit, vegetables, 
livestock, poultry, articles of domestic 
industry, public schools displays and 
such displays that are best calculated 
to promote tile general agricultural, 


household and manufacturing of in­ 
terest in the county. 
The original organization was known 
a the Pickaway County Agricultural 
Society and was recognized by the 
tat* as a county fair and thus was 
entitled t<» a state subsidy to assist in 
financing an annual show. 
I he organization conducted an 
annual I ’urnpkin Show except one year 
during World War I I luring World War 
ll, the show was limited to a junior 
fair.

And from then through midnight 
Saturday this quiet little town of 13,500 
is transformed into wonderland of fun 
and the population increases 10-fold. 
Pickaway County is traditionally an 
agricultural county and Pumpkin 
Show finds its roots in this farm 
heritage. 
Today farming in Pickaway County 
is a $28 million business and it ranks 
ninth agriculturally in Ohio. There are 
1,217 farms totaling 311.893 acres in the 
county and the value of the land and 
buildings is $127,734,785. 
Since 1903 the county’s industrial 
growth has that of Pumpkin Show. 
Some of the key names in American 
industry are represented in the 
community. 
E. I. DuPont de Nemours & Co. has a 
film plant located south of Circleville 
where Mylar, Teflon and Kapton are 
manufactured. Also south of town 
Owens-Illinois has a box fabrication 
plant, PPG Industries Inc. Coating and 
Resins Division has a synthetic resins 
manufacturing plant and RCA has a 
glass plant where color glass television 
funnels and panels are made.

moving oration, believed to be one of 
the finest examples of eloquence in any 
language. 
When Pickaway County was formed 
June 12, 1810, there was no existing 
settlement within it which seemed 
suitable for a county seat. 
Daniel Dresbach laid out a new tow n 
to serve that purpose w ithin an ancient 
prehistoric circular earthwork. Ar­ 
chaeologists are divided on the earth­ 
work origin, some thinking it was of 
the Adena Culture while others 
favored the Hopewell. Both date from 
the time of Christ. 
O riginally, C ircleville's streets 
radiated from an octagonal courthouse 
in the center of the circle. But when the 
Ohio Canal encouraged growth of the 
area, the town's singular shape proved 
to have its disadvantages. For this 
reason in 1838, the squaring of the 
circle began, a task which took 20 
years to accomplish. 
Circleville was for many years the 
home of Caleb Atwater, “ the Father of 
Ohio’s Public School System.” It was 
also the boyhood home of Benjamin 
Danby, composer of “ My Darling 
Nellie 
Gray”

By STEVE HERMAN 
Associated Press Writer 
Could those strange lights seen over 
Indiana be anything more than just 
planets and stars? 
That’s the question being asked by 
police and residents in south central, 
west central and northern Indiana, 
where strange, multi-colored objects 
have been sighted the past two nights. 
“ It follow ed me hom e,” 
said 
Richard Pape, who lives on a farm 
near Huntington in northern Indiana. 
Pape said his wife and daughter saw 
red and blue lights in the sky as they 
returned to their home from their farm 
property a mile away. 
“ I got out of my truck and said 
jokingly ‘There’s one now,” Pape told 
The Associated Press. 
Only it wasn’t a joke, he said. 
“ It was hovering above us...about 
500 feet up at the most,” he said. 
Pape got back in the truck and 
headed home, he said, while the object 
moved ahead of them. 
“ I drove 60 miles per hour and 
caught up with it in three-fourths of a 
mile,” he said, “so it couldn’t have 
been going very fast...it couldn't have 
been an airplane. It didn’t m ake any 
noise. If it was a helicopter, we would 
have heard it.” 
Pape said the object followed them 
home, then “hovered over my farm for 
a while.” He described it as three 
white lights. 
The Huntington County sheriff, who 
investigated the report, did not see 
anything but said Pape and his family 
are “very reliable citizens and were all 
shook up” about the incident.

nearby Andrews said he saw one UFO 
south of Huntington and one south of 
Andrews. He said they appeared to bo 
lights in the sky. 
In south central Indiana, Morgan

flying object that “took off from the 
ground” Monday night just northeast 
of Martinsville. 
"You won’t believe this,” laughed 
Williams. He said, “ It looked like a 
clear, bright light...It looked like it 
took off from the ground, toward the 
east, and got so far off the ground and 
disappeared.” 
Williams said the sheriff’s office 
received two calls from townspeople 
who spotted a UFO in the south central

Indiana area. He said he and two other 
deputies and a Martinsville radio 
newsman went to investigate and saw 
the object as it rose rapidly into the 
sky. 
He said he couldn’t determ ine where 
the object originated. 
It was the third sighting of a UFO in 
the Martinsville area in two nights. 
The first sighting cam e about 8:30 
p.m. Sunday night. Deputy Shannon 
Buskirk said. 
“ It was just a light in the sky, 
moving very slowly from west to east 
in the northwest,” he said. “ It was too 
far away to see any kind of shape to it, 
but it changed color from red to green 
to blue to white and back to red again," 
he said. 
Buskirk said he watched the object 
for about 30 minutes. 
Au identical object appeared in the 
southeastern sky about 3 a.m . Monday, 
he said, moving slowly from north to 
south. 


He said the objects gave the general 
appearance of a star, except that they 
changed color, moved and varied in 
brightness.

And he said his decision not to 
contest a felony charge of having 
e v a d e d some $13,500 in Federal income 
taxes in 1967, when he was governor of 
M aryland, was not a guilty plea but 
“the only way to quickly resolve the 
situation ” 
It was done, he said, “to still the 
raging storm .” 


But coupled with his reassertion of 
innocence 
was

knowledgement that 
by 
some in­ 
terpretations his activities could have 
been deemed improper.

fQ.) Why is a county-wide sewer 
district desirable? 
¡A.) The county presently has 6 
small sewer districts (5 systems) to 
maintain and more are 
pending. 
Designating the entire county as a 
sewer district will eliminate some of 
the red tape required to establish these 
small districts, will permit a more 
streamlined and economical book­ 
keeping system to be set up, and will 
result in better service to the systems. 
In addition, it will enable the county to 
lie eligible for grant monies to build 
systems ( which private developers 
and school boards are not eligible for). 
The county can also, after establish­ 
ment of a county-wide sewer district, 
adopt rules and regulations so that 
sewer systems are built to the county’s 
specifications. 
(Q.) Will a county-wide sewer 
district save money for the people who 
currently have central sewerage 
facilities and pay quarterly service 
charges? 
(A.) The establishment of a county- 
wide sewer district will not change the 
existing service charges. However, 
with a county sewer district economies 
should result that in the future will 
result in lower than otherwise service 
charges. In addition, the county will be 
in a better position to make any needed 
improvements to the existing systems. 
The Planning Commission, however, 
has recommended that a rate schedule 
be 
established 
that 
will 
be applicable to each user regardless 
of which service area he resides in as 
each user will be receiving an equal 
benefit and service. 
If this rate 
schedule is established there will be 
some adjustments in current rates. 
(Q.) What other counties have a 
county-wide sewer district? 
(A.) Madison County has a county- 
wide sewer district; Ross and Franklin 
Counties are discussing establishing 
one. 
<Q.) How is a county-wide sewer 
district established? 
! A.) A county-wide sewer district is 
established by the resolution of the 
Board of County Commissioners. 
Municipalities can be included in the 
district by contractual agreements. 
(Q.) Who takes care of the sewer 
systems in the district? 
(A.) Currently the County Com­ 
missioners and their clerk personally 
over-see the operation of the systems. 
The Planning Commission recom­ 
mends that the County Engineer be 
made responsible for the care and 
maintenance of the systems, including 
the billing service. Such a step would 
relieve the Commissioners from the 
day to day details, which are becoming 
more time consuming as new systems 
are added.

move 
would 
eliminate the current subsidization of 
the systems from the county general 
fund.

The Pickaway County Regional 
Planning 
Commission 
has 
just 
recommended to the County Board of 
Commissioners that a county-wide 
sewer district be established 
Such a step has also been recom­ 
mended by the County Board of 
Health. The following questions and 
answers should 
help 
to 
answer 
questions about such a district: 
|Q.) What is a county-wide sewer 
district? 
A. It is a district, established by the 
Board of County Commissioners, 
whose boundaries coincide with the 
county lines but which excludes the 
municipalities of the county. The 
establishment of a sewer district 
means that the county is willing to 
accept the responsibility of caring for 
the central sewerage facilities that are 
built within the district; that is, the 
county will be willing to take over the 
ownership and maintenance of any 
new systems built in the county (such 
as a system built by a developer in a 
new subdivision!. 
<Q.) Does the establishment of a 
county-wide sewer district mean that 
the whole county will get central 
sewerage facilities? 
(A.) Only those areas where the 
developer puts in a system or those 
areas where the housing density is 
great enough to make a system

(Q ) Will all of the taxpayers of the 
county pay to support the district? 
(A.) No, only the people who have 
central .sewerage facilities will pay to 
maintain and operate their facilities. 
(Q.) Why is a county-wide sewer 
district desirable? 
(A.) The county presently has 6 
small sewer districts (5 systems) to 
maintain and more are pending. 
Designating the entire county as a 
sewer district will eliminate some of 
the red tape required to establish these 
small districts, will permit a more 
streamlined and economical book­ 
keeping system to be set up, and will 
result in better service to the systems. 
In addition, it will enable the county to 
lie eligible for grant monies to build 
systems ( which private developers 
and school boards are not eligible for). 
The county can also, after establish­ 
ment of a county-wide sewer district, 
adopt rules and regulations so that 
sewer systems are built to the county’s 
specifications. 
(Q .) W ill a county-wide sewer 
district save money for the people who 
currently have central sewerage 
facilities and pay quarterly service 
charges? 
(A.) The establishment of a county- 
wide sewer district will not change the 
existing service charges. However, 
with a county sewer district economies 
should result that in the future will 
result in lower than otherwise service 
charges. In addition, the county will be 
in a better position to make any needed 
improvements to the existing systems. 
The Planning Commission, however, 
has recommended that a rate schedule 
be 
established 
that 
will 
be applicable to each user regardless 
of which service area he resides in as 
each user will tx1 receiving an equal 
benefit and service. 
If this rate 
schedule is established there will be 
some adjustments in current rates. 
(Q.) What other counties have a 
county-wide sewer district? 
(A.) Madison County has a county- 
wide sewer district; Ross and Franklin 
Counties are discussing establishing 
one. 
(Q.) How is a county-wide sewer 
district established? 
(A.) A county-wide sewer district is 
established by the resolution of the 
Board of County Commissioners. 
Municipalities can be included in the 
district by contractual agreements. 
(Q.) Who takes care of the sewer 
systems in the district? 
(A.) Currently the County Com­ 
missioners and their clerk personally 
over-see the operation of the systems. 
The Planning Commission recom­ 
mends that the County Engineer be 
made responsible for the care and 
maintenance of the systems, including 
the billing service. Such a step would 
relieve tile Commissioners from the 
day today details, which are becoming 
more time consuming as new systems 
are added. 
Such a 
move 
would 
eliminate the current subsidization of 
the systems from the county general 
fund.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Ohio 
cities and towns are burying and 
burning millions of dollars worth of 
materials that are growing in­ 
creasingly scarce, says a report by the 
state Commission on lx>cal Govern­ 
ment Services. 
The 40-page report sent to the 
governor said municipalities are 
spending $32 million each year to 
dispose of, among other things, 778,000 
tons of iron and steel, 66,000 tons of 
aluminum and 1.2 million tons of glass. 
The figures are based on national 
estimates, which are expected to 
double in the next 17 years, said Barry 
Sugden, who headed up a commission 
task force on solid waste management. 
Among 
the 
report’s 
recom­ 
mendations are that the state should 
look into the feasibility of contracting 
with local governments to build three 
to four resource recovery plants to re­ 
cycle solid wastes. 
Ix>eal sorting plants could sort the 
materials and deliver them to the 
regional recycling plants, which in 
turn could sell the reclaimed products 
to private industry, Sugden explained. 
The heat generated from melting 
down the material might even be sold 


to local industries as an energy source, 
he said. 
Sugden termed the stockpiling waste 
situation “ extremely serious.” 
"A classic example," he said, “ is the 
Roekside landfill in Cleveland which is 
expected to be filled in 18 months and 
there’s no where else to go. The 
Cuyahoga County people are looking 
into this problem, but if cities can’t 
handle the wastes they have now what 
are they going to do in 17 years when 
waste is expected to double?" 
Because of the technology 
and 
capital expense involved, Sugden 
called it “ absolutely essential” that 
resource reclamation be done on a 
state basis. 


‘ ‘I A ' t ' s face it, our local communities 
just flat can’t afford it,” he said. 
The first step in developing such a 
plan is for the governor’s office of 
policy 
research 
to 
detail 
im­ 
plementation of such a system, 
complete with research by private 
companies, he said. 
After that, he said, the commission 
has recommended the state 
look 
seriously into contracting with private 
agenc ies for construction of recycling 
facilities.

Hikes Given 
Council O K 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Motorists 
will find higher gasoline prices at 
many service stations today, the result 
of new price action by the Cost of 
living Council. 
The council Monday all but aban­ 
doned the rigid gasoline price ceilings 
that had drawn extensive complaints 
from gasoline retailers. 
T1 council siid about one-third of 
the nation’s estimated 
185,000 in­ 
dependent gasoline stations will be 
able to increase prices from one-tenth 
of a cent to 14 cents per gallon. 
It will be the second authorized price 
increase within a month for some 
dealers. 
Only those retailers receiving 
wholesale gasoline price increases 
since Sept. 28 — the date of the last 
council-approved price hike — can 
take advantage of the new retail price 
increase authorization. 
The council also promised dealers 
the 
right 
to 
increase 
prices 
automatically after Nov. 1 to cover any 
future increases in wholesale gasoline 
costs. 
This automatic pass-through had 
been a major demand of retailers, a 
number of whom closed their stations 
to protest regulations they viewed as 
discriminatory. 
Charles Binsted, president of the 
National Congress of Petroleum 
Retailers said the council’s actions 
“ will give dealers a great deal of the 
relief they needed.” 
The council also authorized retail 
price increases for heating oil and 
diesel fuel Monday, but an official said 
he did not expect widespread increases 
for these items. 
The council estimates that every one 
cent increase in the price of gasoline 
costs the nation’s motorists $1 billion.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
cities and towns are burying and 
burning millions of dollars worth of

The 40-page report sent to the 
governor said m unicipalities a re 
spending $32 million each year to 
dispose of, among other things, 778,000 
tons of iron and steel, 66,000 tons of 
aluminum and 1.2 million tons of glass. 
The figures are based on national 
estim ates, 
which are expected to 
double in the next 17 years, said Barry 
Sugden, who headed up a commission 
task force on solid waste management. 
Among

mendations are that the state should 
look into the feasibility of contracting 
with local governments to build three 
to four resource recovery plants to re­ 
cycle solid wastes. 
IiOcal sorting plants could sort the 
m aterials and deliver them to the 
regional recycling plants, which in 
turn could sell the reclaimed products 
to private industry, Sugden explained. 
The heat generated from melting 
down the m aterial might even be sold 


to local industries as an energy source, 
he said. 
Sugden term ed the stockpiling w aste 
situation “extrem ely serious.” 
“ A classic exam ple,” he said, “ is the 
Rockside landfill in Cleveland which is 
expected to be filled in 18 months and 
there’s no where else to go.

M ondale Caper 


The Mondale for President Com­ 
mittee has now set up shop and it is 
located in the editorial offices of the 
New York times. 
To lw sure, this can give but dubious 
comfort to the Senator and his ad­ 
mirers, for the Times’ record of 
backing obvious losers has been close 
to perfect recently. The 
paper 
plumped for George McGovern in 1972, 
and this year it backed Herman 
Badillo in the Democratic mayoral 
primary. After Badillo was inundated, 
the Times chose another sure loser, Al 
Blumenthal, as its candidate in the 
general election. 
Which brings us, with a kind of 
poetic inevitability, to Sen. Walter 
Mondale. Consider the extraordinary 
exertions the Times has engaged in. 
Twice in a single week recently, 
Mondale was featured in page-one 
stories evoked by events of little in­ 
trinsic importance. The same week he 
was the hero of a long editorial think- 
piece. 
What had Mondale actually done to 
generate all this attention? 
Well, for one thing he had drafted a 
resolution, entirely with out teeth, 
asking the Soviet Union to stop 
mistreating its Jewish citizens. The 
Senate passed this routine item amid 
yawns, but as fas as the Times was 
concerned this was page-one stuff. 
The next Mondale sensation was a 
speech on September IB, in which he

Presidency was in what else? a 
“ crisis,” and came up with a stunning 
recommendation, viz., the creation of 
a commission to study the problem. He 
also came out against impoundment, 
asked Congress to reassert itself, and 
delivered other such blockbusters.

Is “ hiatus hernia” a new condition? 
It seems to me that lately I hear about 
it more and more. 
Mr. H.H., Maine 
Dear Mr. H.: 
It may well be that for years vague 
symptoms of heartburn, fullness and 
bloating, now attributed to hiatus 
hernia, might not have directly pointed 
to that diagnosis. 
Had routine X-rays of the esophagus 
been done, this condition would have 
been seen and recognized more often. 
Today doctors are particularly 
aware that even a small hiatus hernia 
may cause symptoms that closely 
resemble those of ulcer of the stomach, 
gall bladder disease, and some upper 
intestinal disorders. 
When a suspicion of a hiatus hernia 
arises. X-rays can quickly establish 
the diagnosis. 
A hiatus hernia is a weakness of the 
wall of the esophagus, which is the 
tube through which food passes from 
the mouth into the stomach. 
The esophagus passes through an 
opening in the diaphragm as it joins up 
with the stomach. 
Sometimes this opening becomes 
enlarged and a small portion of the 
stomach 
is 
pulled 
up 
into 
the 
diaphragmatic opening. 
For 
this 
reason 
the 
terms 
“ diaphragmatic hernia” and “ hiatus 
hernia” 
are 
used 
almost 
in­ 
terchangeably. 
With anti-spasm drugs and a sen­ 
sible diet, the distress of hiatus hernia 
can be modified and controlled. 
One of the key treatments for this 
condition is to eat smaller quantities of 
food, and at frequent intervals, rather 


than to overload at one meal. 
Tobacco, alcohol, and spices should 
be markedly limited. Weight reduction 
is most important. 
In severe cases surgery is the 
method of choice.

Is “ hiatus hernia” a new condition? 
It seems to me that lately I hear about 
it more and more. 
Mr. H H., Maine 
Dear Mr. H.: 
It may well be that for years vague 
symptoms of heartburn, fullness and 
bloating, now attributed to hiatus 
hernia, might not have directly pointed 
to that diagnosis. 
Had routine X-rays of the esophagus 
been done, this condition would have 
been seen and recognized more often. 
Today doctors are particularly 
aware that even a small hiatus hernia 
may cause symptoms that closely 
resemble those of ulcer of the stomach, 
gall bladder disease, and some upper 
intestinal disorders. 
When a suspicion of a hiatus hernia 
arises. X-rays can quickly establish 
the diagnosis. 
A hiatus hernia is a weakness of the 
wall of the esophagus, which is the 
tube through which food passes from 
the mouth into the stomach. 
The esophagus passes through an 
opening in the diaphragm as it joins up 
with the stomach. 
Sometimes this opening becomes 
enlarged and a small portion of the 
stomach 
is 
pulled 
up 
into 
the 
diaphragmatic opening. 
For 
this 
reason 
the 
terms 
“ diaphragmatic hernia” and “ hiatus 
hernia” 
are 
used 
almost 
in­ 
terchangeably. 
With anti-spasm drugs and a sen­ 
sible diet, the distress of hiatus hernia 
can be modified and controlled. 
One of the key treatments for this 
condition is to eat smaller quantities of 
food, and at frequent intervals, rather 


than to overload at one meal. 
Tobacco, alcohol, and spices should 
be markedly limited. Weight reduction 
is most important. 
In severe cases surgery is the 
method of choice. 


Our 18-year-old daughter has large, 
pendulous breasts. She is a very at­ 
tractive girl, but has enclosed herself 
rn a shell and won’t socialize with 
friends or family because of her em­ 
barrassment. 
My friends warn me that surgery to 
remedy this is dangerous. 
My 
daughter wants to have plastic 
surgery, but we worry about it.

Your kind, well-meaning friends are, 
I 
am 
sure, 
interested 
in 
your 
daughter’s destiny, but they are totally 
inadequate in giving surgical advice to 
you or to her. 
General surgeons and 
plastic 
surgeons have developed remarkable 
techniques by which large breasts can 
be reduced in size without leaving 
deforming scars. 
People always wonder whether such 
a reduction will eventually interfere 
with any maternal function. It will not. 
The operation is no more dangerous 
than any other. Modem anesthesia 
adds to the safety of the operation. 
The results are most gratifying. It is 
understandable that young women 
develop a greater sense of security 
when they are proud of their body 
image. 
Well-planned 
surgery 
and 
psychological support are an excellent 
combination in these cases.

Jennings, professor of management 
at Michigan State University, and a 
confidential adviser to top executives, 
found that the resignation rate among 
presidents of the nation’s top cor­ 
porations averaged nearly four out bf 
20 from October 1971 to October 1973. 
More than half of them, all at the 
highest level of the nation’s largest 
companies, were forced out, Jennings 
said. In the past, such a rate — 
voluntary or involuntarily — was 
identified with recession rather than 
boom. 
Twenty-five years ago the professor 
began studying the characteristics and 
techniques of executive success by 
means of interviews, observations and 
computer analysis, and since then has 
produced seven books on the subject. 
He said that in the 1960s executives 
acted on the notion that the world was 
eager for corporate products. Even 
inferior thinking and products could 
succeed. 
But now the environment is complex 
and even antagonistic, as exemplified 
by 
the 
consumer 
and 
ecology 
movements. Now, he said, even a good 
idea might fail, regardless of how 
strongly it is held. 
He believes another reason for the 
presidential exodus is the condition of 
the stock market, where buyers aren’t 
as w illing as before to pay high prices. 
He explained that in the 1960s, 
corporations sold investors on the 
importance of the price-earning ratio. 
They stressed a high P-E ratio as 
evidence of vigor. 
“ Now they are being hung by it,” 
Jennings said, 
alluding 
to the 
frustration of executives who see their 
shares selling at 5 to IO times earnings 
after becoming accustomed to at least 
double that ratio. 
A third reason, he believes, is that 
many companies expanded so fast 
during the 1960s that they developed a 
management gap. They grew faster 
than their ability to develop personnel 
qualified to handle complexities.

OIC Hearings 


On Plant Ills 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A federal 
judge has scheduled a hearing 
Thursday morning on his order 
blocking a state hearing on working 
conditions at the Columbus Coated 
Fabrics plant. 
U.S. District Court Judge Joseph 
Kinneary scheduled the hearing for 
9:30 a.m. 
Kinneary granted the temporary 
restraining order Monday at the 
request of Columbus Coated Fabrics. 
The order came just before a hearing 
by the Ohio Industrial Commission 
was to have started. 
Kinneary said federal labor and 
safety regulations pre-empted state 
jurisdiction in the matter. 
Gregory Stebbins, chairman of the 
industrial commission, said the 
hearing was “ to determine if the 
company was making every effort to 
provide a safe place to work.” 
Stebbins claims the commission is 
empowered by state law to take action 
in the case. 
At least IOO employes of Columbus 
Coated Fabrics have been found to 
show signs of a nerve disease that 
weakens muscles in fingers, arms and 
legs. 
Officers of the Textile Workers of 
America have asked that the facility 
be closed until the cause of the ailment 
is discovered and corrected. 
Most of the plant’s 900 employes 
have refused to work since the disease 
first turned up about two months ago. 
Plant officials say they believe the 
illness is caused by a solvent that has 
been removed and contend the plant is 
safe.

He specifically referred to recent 
statistics indicating a decrease in drug 
related crime in majo r cities with high 
co ncentratio ns o f drug addicts, such as 
New Yo rk. 
That the war o n drugs is succeeding 
in certain areas was also the message 
co ntained in the first repo rt issued 
recently by the Special Actio n Office o f 
Drug 
Abuse. 
With 
the 
Federal 
go v ernm ent no w spending $7 9 1.3 
millio n, a full 10 times as much o n the 
anti-drug campaign as it was six y ears 
ago , it is heartening to kno w that, in 
this case, the tax pay ers mo ney is 
being used with po sitiv e results fo r 
such an impo rtant so cial co ncern. 
The repo rt sho wed that data fro m 
patients admitted to Federal drug 
treatment pro grams between 1909 and 
197 3 indicated the trend to ward mo re 
addicts is rev ersing. In fact, 5 0 percent 
<*f tho se patients surv ey ed began their 
hero in use prio r t<> 1969 and the number 
o f new 
hero in users has steadily 
decreased since. Also deelinging is the 
number o f narco tic o v erdo se deaths, 
which dro pped six percent last y ear in 
25 cities.

Arrests fo r illegal drug pushing hav e 
mo re than do ubled in the last fo ur 
y ears, but the penalties fo r such 
crim es 
are 
no t 
stro ng 
eno ugh. 
President Nix o n requested last March 
in a message to Co ngress that man­ 
dato ry 
minimum 
penalties 
be 
established fo r such Federal o ffenses, 
but the legislatio n which acco mplish 
this still sits m the co mmittees o f 
( o ngress. 
Co ngress sho uld so o n be co nsidering 
legislatio n, ho wev er, to co ntinue the 
Federal 
go v ernment’s drug abuse 
educatio n pro grams fo r ano ther three 
y ears. Such pro grams are v itally 
impo rtant fo r making the public 
particularly the y o ung tempted to 
ex periment 
aware o f the v ery real 
dangers o f drug abuse. Until we hav e a 
natio n "turned o ff” to drug abuse, the 
war o n drugs will no t be co mpletely 
wo n.

Abuse. 
With

F ederal 
governm ent now spending $791.3 
million, a full IO times as much on the 
anti-drug campaign as it was six years 
ago, it is heartening to know that, in 
this case, the taxpayers money is 
being used with positive results for 
such an important social concern. 
The report showed that data from 
patients admitted to Federal drug 
treatm ent programs between 1969 and 
1973 indicated the trend toward more 
addicts is reversing. In fact, 50 percent 
of those patients surveyed began their 
heroin use prior to 1969 and the number 
of new heroin users has steadily 
decreased since. Also dechnging is the 
num ber of narcotic overdose deaths, 
which dropped six percent last year in 
25 cities.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - AFL- 
CIO President George Meany says the 
U.S. effort to achieve closer relations 
with Moscow has resulted in the export 
of American wheat, technology and 
know-how in return for an empty 
promise of peace. 
“ Detente is supposed to be a two- 
way street, that you give and you get,” 
he said. “We gave and we got nothing 
except for a Soviet promise to use its 
influence to help achieve world peace. 
"The present situation in the Middle 
East is an example of how this promise 
is working, and how detente is sup­ 
posed to work from the Soviet point of 
view." 
Addressing the AFL-CIO Maritime 
T rades D epartm ent on Monday, 
Meany charged that Russians planned, 
inspired and supported the Arab at­ 
tack on Israel. 
He said, “ America’s answer to 
Soviet duplicity must be swift and 
definite,” and he called for an all-out 
U.S. effort to replace Israel’s battle 
losses. 
He said that in this way the Soviets 
would be given a message that they 
could understand, that the United 
States intends to deal with them on the 
basis of strength. 
In a later report to the AFI/-CIO 
executive 
council, 
Meany 
said 
President Nixon is trying to tag 
Congress with a do-nothing label to 
counter Watergate and divert at­ 
tention from his legislative failures. 
Meany said organized labor would 
concentrate its political efforts next 
year “to elect a Congress dedicated to 
social progress in America.”

Fighting Dips 
To Low Level 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) 
The fighting in Cambodia has slowed 
to a sporadic harassment of govern­ 
m ent 
outposts, 
the 
Cambodian 
military command reported today. 
The comm and reported m inor 
skirmishes 17 miles west of Phnom 
Penh and at the isolated district towns 
of Srang and Tram Khnar, 30 and 24 
miles southwest of the capital, and 
Vihear Suor, 13 miles northeast of the 
city. 
Field reports said several govern­ 
ment 
battalions and an 
armored 
squadron were advancing west on 
Route 38 south of Phnom Penh in an 
attem pt to dislodge Khmer Rouge 
insurgents entrenched several hun­ 
dred yards north and south of the road. 
Much of the land alongside the road 
was reported under water, but the 
insurgents are entrenched on dry land 
around abandoned villages. 
The command said a government 
position near the Aug Talek pagoda 17 
miles west of Phnom Penh again came 
under shelling and field reports said 
eight government soldiers were killed 
in the last four days. 
In South Vietnam, two civilians were 
killed and ll wounded when a rocket 
grenade hit a train near Kuan Loc, 45 
miles east of Saigon, the South Viet­ 
nam ese 
m ilitary 
com m and 
an ­ 
nounced. 
It said 17 Viet Cong and North 
Vienamese soldiers were killed in 
attacks on a militia unit near My An, in 
the Mekong Delta, and on a Ranger 
camp in Binh Dinh province, on the 
central coast. It said two government 
soldiers died in the two attacks.

Vice 
President Tran Van Huong has been 
admitted to a Saigon hospital suffering 
from “floor health due to overwork and 
advanced age.”

EPA Rejects 


Cincy Air 


Q uality Plan 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
rejected Ohio’s plan for air quality 
standards in the Cincinnati 
area 
because it does not include auto 
emission inspections. 


The announcement was made here 
Monday by an EPA official who said a 
new plan for Cincinnati and Hamilton 
County must be submitted by the state 
before Jan. I. 


At the same time, the EPA in 
Washington approved similar plans for 
Dayton and Toledo without auto in­ 
spections. EPA Administrator Russell 
Train, in Washington, said the controls 
were not needed for those cities ‘‘on 
the basis of new data.” 


Cincinnati Superintendent of Air 
Pollution Control Eugene D. Ermenc 
estimated the cost of an inspection 
program for the estimated 500,000 cars 
here at nearly $1 million. 


Ermenc said 80 per cent of the 
pollution in the Cincinnati area comes 
from auto, truck and bus exhausts. 
In Columbus, Ohio EPA Director Ira 
Whitman said the federal decision was 
a disappointment. He estimated it 
would be possible “ to meet clean air 
requirements through projected im­ 
provements in mass transit, additional 
bridges and emission control devices 
on new automobiles.” 
However, federal estimates show the 
air quality would fall about one per 
cent short of the requirements for auto 
pollutants. 
The state EPA said an auto in­ 
spection program would reduce car 
emissions 9 to 12 per cent. 
“ The Ohio EPA believes that this 
high degree of overkill coupled with 
the expensive pricetag of the auto 
inspection program is unnecessary,” 
Whitman said. 
He estimated the cost of repairs 
forced by inspections at $3 million and 
added that the heaviest financial 
burden would fall on poorer persons 
with older cars that require more 
frequent tune-ups.

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — Shops 
reopened and traffic flowed again in 
Bangkok today after two days of street 
fighting that drove Thailand’s three 
most powerful military men and their 
families into exile. 
Insurgent students who led the brief 
revolt against the military clique that 
had ruled Thailand for 16 years began 
cleaning up the debris left from the 
fighting. A night curfew was lifted. But 
troops and police prudently kept out of 
sight. 
Boy Scouts tried to direct traffic at 
the busiest intersections, but most 
drivers ignored them. 
The last violence was reported 
Monday night when several thousand 
students stormed and burned a police 
substation on the outskirts of the city. 
A mob burned out the main police 
headquarters earlier Monday, and 
several district stations were wrecked. 
At least 169 persons were reported 
killed and hundreds wounded in the 
fighting Sunday, but there was no 
reliable estimate of casualties Mon­ 
day. 
Bangkok was pulled back from the 
brink of anarchy by the departure 
from the country during the night of 
the three military leaders who were 
the focus of the students’ hatred: the 
premier, Field Marshal Thanom 
Kittikachorn; the deputy premier, 
Field Marshal Praphas Charusathien, 
who was considered the strongman of 
the regime, and the deputy chief of 
national security, Col. Narong Kit­ 
tikachorn, who is Thanom’s son and 
Praphas’ son-in-law.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States is walking a tightrope in trying 
to rearm Israel w ithout dampening the 
spirit of detente with the Soviet Union. 
Gradually, Washington is taking a 
firmer 
stand 
toward 
Moscow. 
President Nixon has even evoked 
memories of U.S. Marines landing on 
the shores of lebanon 15 years ago. 
But there has been little rhetoric in 
either 
capital. 
As 
Robert 
J. 
McCloskey, the State 
Department 
spokesman, put it Monday: “ We’re 
less interested in namecalling than in 
trying to reach a diplomatic solution.” 
Even a communique in Moscow 
pledging “ to assist in every way the 
liberation of all Arab territories oc­ 
cupied bv Israel” was read calmly 
here. 
A senior U.S. official said he would 
have been surprised had any softer 
language marked the conclusion of the 
visit of an Arab leader, President 
Houari Boumediene of Algeria, to the 
Soviet capital. 
The official said he could detect no 
threat of direct Soviet military in­ 
tervention in the Middle Kast war. 
And while Soviet Communist Party 
Leader Leonid I. Brezhnev and 
Boumediene spoke <»f Arab liberation, 
Jacob Malik, the Soviet ambassador to 
the United Nations, was invoking the 
spirit of detente to promote a proposal 
for reduced military budgets. 
“ Times have changed," he said. 
“ The Cold War days are gone.” 
Nixon recalled the Marines and 
lebanon at a White House ceremony 
for Medal of Honor winners.

TAMPA, Fla. (A P) - Clara Small 
was being driven to her grave when a 
traffic accident saved her life, police 
say. 
The police gave this account: 
Winifred Hilbert, 60, forced his way 
into the home of his former wife, Mrs. 
Small, 73, on Oct. 5. He handcuffed her, 
beat her severely and held her captive 
for five days. He took her to a secluded 
cemetery, forced her to dig a grave 
and told her he was going to bury her 
there.

En route 
to the cemetery last Thursday, he was 
involved in a minor traffic mishap and 
was arrested.

County Receives 


Government Funds 


Pickaway County will receive 
$6,812.29 of a total of $3,317,687.86 in 
Local Government Fund money 
distributed to Ohio’s 88 counties and 
318 cites and villages having local 
income taxes for October, according to 
State Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson. 
The October distribution is $941,000 
lower than that of September. The 
money is derived from taking 3.5 per 
cent of state collections of personal, 
corporation and sales taxes during the 
preceding month.

taxes, 
30,769,736.12 in personal income taxes 
and $1,803,504,54 in corporation taxes. 
Of the available amount of money

October,

distributed on a formula basis to the 88 
county Local Government Funds, 
while $276,473.99 was divided up and 
sent directly to the 318 cities and 
villages collecting local income taxes. 
Circleville will receive $180.43 of the 
$6,812.29 total.

Environmental Protection Agency has 
approved transportation control plans, 
with restrictions ranging up to fuel ra­ 
tioning, for 22 metropolitan areas. 
EPA administrator Russell E. Train 
called the restrictions, designed to 
meet 
1977 
clean-air 
deadlines, 
“ unreasonable.” He said he will ask 
Congress to give EPA authority to 
extend the deadline for areas in deep 
trouble. 
Five areas in California and Denver, 
Colo., appeared to face the most 
severe restrictions. 
The agency issued the plans Monday 
under the prodding of a court order in a 
lawsuit brought by the Natural Re­ 
sources Defense Council. 
The restrictions include mandatory 
inspection of car pollution controls, 
downtown 
parking 
surcharges, 
modification of older vehicles and 
express lanes for car pools. 
However, the agency said these 
measures would not be enough for the 
five California areas to meet the 1977 
standards for clean air set by Con­ 
gress. 
To meet the standards, local 
governments in the areas would have 
to cut back drastically the number of 
vehicles allowed on the road, the 
agency said.

O f Fuel O il

s c h o o ls in Ohio will fall 3 million 
gallons short of meeting their fuel 
needs this winter, the state Board of 
Education was told today. 
The board accepted a report showing 
at least 11 school districts have been 
unable to secure adequate oil and gas 
for the coming cold months. 
The board ordered creation ot a 
special committee to begin at once a 
study of tbe situation. The committee 
was directed to recommend possible 
solutions to tlu* energy crisis affecting 
the state’s schools. 
Tbe report was based on responses 
to a questionnaire delivered to 
superintendents of public schools in 
the state. 
Unless the state lias an extremely 
mild winter, tlu* board was told, 
emergency conditions may be an­ 
ticipated. 


For instance, l/»s Angeles and San 
Francisco would have to virtually 
eliminate all vehicle traffic. Traffic in 
the San Joaquin Valley would be cut by 
39 per cent, Sacramento by 59 per cent, 
San Diego by 53 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Railroad Administration is expected to 
announce today whether it will enforce 
railroad safety rules which the Penn 
Central railroad claims would put it 
out of business within 48 hours. 
The rules, which went into effect at 
midnight Monday, forbid use of track 
that does not meet federal safety 
standards. 
Penn Central says 6,901 of its 38,000 
miles of track do not meet the stan­ 
dards and has asked the FRA to 
exempt the track from the regulations 
until the end of 1974. 
The railroad administration has 
scheduled a public hearing on the 
request for today and a spokesman for 
the agency said a decision by FRA 
administrator John 
W. 
Ingram 
probably would 
I k * announced this 
afternoon. 
Sources within tlu* Department of 
Transportation say the agency is 
leaning toward refusing the request. 
If tlu* exemption is refused, Penn 
Central faces fines of up to $2,590 per 
day for each day it operates trains 
over the unsafe track. It also could he 
subject to a court injunction ordering it 
to shut down all operations on sub­ 
standard track. 
The track in question is mostly on 
branch and secondary lines and in 
sw itching yards, but portions are on 
stretches between major cities in the 
Northeast, the railroad said.

Phantom jets in the fighting. 
Initially, most of the planes 
will be replaced, but Israel 
cannot expect larger deliv­ 
eries as urged by some con­ 
gressmen and senators, offi­ 
cials said. 
In announcing the airlift, 
State Department spokesman 
R obert J. McCloskey said the 
new deliveries were intended 
to offset the nearly week-old 
resupply of Syria and Egypt 
by The Soviet Union. 
“ We are concerned that the 
Soviet airlift will unsettle the 
balance which we have been 
committed to maintain for 
many, 
many 
years,” 
McCloskey 
said. 
He 
described the Soviet resupply 
effort as massive. 
He said the R ussians, using 
huge transport planes, have 
delivered about 4,000 tons of 
equipment to Egypt and Syria 
in some 280 flights that began 
last Wednesday. 
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Other administration offi­ 
cials, indicating a higher rate 
of delivery, said the flights 
have been increasing from a 
few dozen to more than 70 
flights on Sunday. 
So far, officials indicated 
the R ussians do not appear to 
he replacing the hundreds of 
planes and tanks lost by the 
Syrians and Egyptians. But 
officials believe there is a 
steady resupply of ground-to- 
air missiles used against the 
Israeli planes. 
A large number of the 95 Is­ 
raeli planes that U. S. of­ 
ficials say were knocked 
down by the Arabs so far have 
fallen 
victim 
to 
Soviet 
missiles. The Israelis have 
lost nearly one-fifth of their 
Air Force, according to U.S. 
estimates. 
The U.S. airlift reportedly 
originates from a number of 
U.S. bases and includes all 
types of long-range military 
transport planes. 
One Washington official 
said the American airlift was 
smaller than the R ussian. He 
said in two days, there have 
been about 100 U.S. flights 
compared with the 70 daily 
Soviet flights into Syria and 
Egypt. 
Meanwhile, 
an 
Israeli 
freighter flying no flag from 
its mast, was spotted taking 
250-and 500-pound bombs and 
A4 Sky hawk jets aboard at 
the Norfolk Naval Base in 
Virginia. 
The Sky hawks have been a 
mainstay of close air support 
in Israeli armor and infantry 
attacks and 
U.S. officials 
report 
the 
Arabs 
have 
downed about 50 of the 
planes.

U.S. Replaces 
Israeli Losses 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
For the present the size and 
continuation of American 
arms shipments to Israel 
depends almost completely 
on the battlefield needs of the 
Tel Aviv government, ac­ 
cording to U.S. officials. 


A number of sources in­ 
dicated, however, that the sea 
and air supply missions an­ 
nounced Monday would be 
limited to the replacement of 
planes, tanks, bombs, ar­ 
tillery rounds and other items 
as they are lost or expended 
in the fighting. 


For 
example, 
ad­ 
ministration officials report 
that the Israelis have lost 
about 25 U.S.-supplied F4 
Phantom jets in the fighting. 
Initially, most of the planes 
will be replaced, but Israel 
cannot expect larger deliv­ 
eries as urged by some con­ 
gressmen and senators, offi­ 
cials said. 
In announcing the airlift, 
State Department spokesman 
Robert J. McCloskey said the 
new deliveries were intended 
to offset the nearly week-old 
resupply of Syria and Egypt 
by The Soviet Union. 
‘We are concerned that the 
Soviet airlift will unsettle the 
balance which we have been 
committed to maintain for 
many, 
many 
years,” 
McCloskey 
said. 
He 
described the Soviet resupply 
effort as massive. 
He said the Russians, using 
huge transport planes, have 
delivered about 4,000 tons of 
equipment to Egypt and Syria 
in some 280 flights that began 
last Wednesday. 


Other administration offi­ 
cials, indicating a higher rate 
of delivery, said the flights 
have been increasing from a 
few dozen to more than 70 
flights on Sunday. 
So far, officials indicated 
the Russians do not appear to 
be replacing the hundreds of 
planes and tanks lost by the 
Syrians and Egyptians. But 
officials believe there is a 
steady resupply of ground-to- 
air missiles used against the 
Israeli planes. 
A large number of the 95 Is­ 
raeli planes that U. S. of­ 
ficials say were knocked 
down by the Arabs so far have 
fallen 
victim 
to 
Soviet 
missiles. The Israelis have 
lost nearly one-fifth of their 
Air Force, according to U.S. 
estimates. 
The U.S. airlift reportedly 
originates from a number of 
U.S. bases and includes all 
types of long-range military 
transport planes. 
One Washington official 
said the American airlift was 
smaller than the Russian. He 
said in two days, there have 
been about IOO U.S. flights 
compared with the 70 daily 
Soviet flights into Syria and 
Egypt. 
Meanwhile, 
an 
Israeli 
freighter flying no flag from 
its mast, was spotted taking 
250-and 500-pound bombs and 
A4 Skyhawk jets aboard at 
the Norfolk Naval Base in 
Virginia. 
The Sky hawks have been a 
mainstay of close air support 
in Israeli armor and infantry 
attacks and U.S. officials

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Cost of 
living Council is considering allowing 
gasoline 
retailers 
to 
pass 
on 
automatically to consumers higher 
wholesale gasoline costs, it was 
learned today. 
Council director John T. Dunlop, in 
guarded remarks to a newsman, 
confirmed that an announcement to 
this effect probably would be made 
soon. 
But Dunlop indicated that the 
proposed action would be subject to 
public comment before jxissible im­ 
plementation. 
If the pass-through is granted, it 
could mean another jump in retail 
gasoline costs of I to 2 cents per gallon 
late last month the council allowed 
a similar increase to gasoline dealers. 
But it did not allow retailers to in­ 
crease prices automatically whenever 
their wholesale costs went up. 
The question of the so-called 
automatic pass-through has been a 
major complaint of gasoline retailers 
during the Phase 
4 
anti-inflation 
program.
